Twenty-five percent of all forest fires in New Hamp- 
shire are caused from careless debris burning — brush, pa- 
per, leaves, etc. Most of them are started without the re- 
quired permit from the local forest fire warden. The cost 
of extinguishing these fires annually runs into large sums 
of money. 


According to law, responsible parties must pay the 
cost of putting them out. In addition, violators may be sub- 
ject to court prosecution with fines running as high as 
($200) two-hundred dollars. 


In the interest of fire prevention why not eliminate 
burning at home? Use your town dump. It has been set 
up for your personal convenience. It provides a suitable 
place for the disposal of dangerous inflammable waste ma- 
terial and other useless items which accumulate around the 
home and local stores, brush, etc. cut on your property.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


In 1893, at the Annual Town Meeting in Litchfield, by 
vote of the town and acceptance of $100.00 worth of books 
from the State of New Hampshire, the Litchfield Free 
Public Library was established. At first housed in an unused 
one-room school-house, then in a room in the Griffin home- 
stead, it was moved in 1925 to the Aaron Cutler Memorial 
Library building, a bequest of a former citizen. 

The Library is open on Wednesday from 3:30 to 5:30 
P. M. and Saturday from 7:00 to 9:00 P. M. 

During the year 1958, 66 volumes have been purchased, 
42 added by gift, making a total of 108 volumes added. 
Eight have been lost or discarded. The number of volumes 
at the beginning of the year was 6,114, at the end of the 
year, 6,214. 

Our Library patrons have the privilege of borrowing 
books from our State Library through our local Library. 
There is also a Film service available. Our collection of 
books is augmented by a generous selection of books from 
the State Extension Bookmobile, which are changed every 
two months. This service is much appreciated, and is also 
extended to the Litchfield School, each room having its own 
age-group selection. The Librarian also placed books in 
several rooms early in the year, and is ready at any time to 
help the teachers and pupils with material they need. 

The number of volumes loaned to adults in 1958 was 
795, loaned to children, 1,113; magazines, pamphlets, etc., 
loaned, 404. The total circulation was 2,312. The number 
of borrowers was 67. 

Periodicals: Fortune, Good Housekeeping, Hobbies, 
Life, Nature, New Hampshire Profiles, Parents, Popular 
Science, Senior Scholastic, and Time. 

Donations: Books—State of New Hampshire, Lizzie B. 
Leach, Olive Campbell; Loose-leaf book of essays by Daniel 
Webster Bradt; Framed map of France, William R. Hop- 
wood; Picture—Grace Hopwood; Magazines—Ray Daniel- 
son, Elizabeth Repman, and Phebe Legallee; also a gift of 
money to be used as a memorial to Donald Frye McQuesten. 

Any clippings or pictures concerning Litchfield or 
Litchfield people, to be used in the Litchfield Scrapbook, 
will be gratefully received by the Librarian.

To the Inhabitants of the School district in the town of 
Litchfield qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said district on the [Qth day of March 1959, at seven o’clock 
in the evening, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


9. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any 
other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Commit- 
tees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in re- 
lation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries 
of school district officials and agents, and for the payment 
of statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize the 
application against said appropriation of such sums as are 
estimated to be receiyed from the state foundation aid fund 
together with other income; the school board to certify to 
the selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the town. 


9. To see if the District will vote: to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed thirty thousand dollars 
($30,000.00) for construction, equipment and furnishings 
of an addition, consisting of two classrooms and a teachers 
room, to the Litchfield Elementary School; to raise said sum 
for said purposes through the issue of serial notes or bonds 
upon the credit of the District in accordance with New 
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Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated (1955), Chapter 33 
(entitled “Municipal Finance Act’), as amended, and any 
other statute thereto enabling; to authorize the governing 
board of said District to use its discretion in fixing the date, 
maturities, denominations, the interest rate, or discount 
rate in the case of notes, the place of payment, the form and 
other details of said notes or bonds and in providing for the 
sale thereof; to give to the governing board of said District 
the power and authority to determine all other terms, con- 
ditions or matters relating to the issuance and sale of said 
notes or bonds; to authorize the governing board of said 
District to do all things necessary or convenient to carry 
out the construction of said addition and to provide the 
equipment and furnishings for said addition to the Litch-

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


To the School District of Litchfield: 


School started in September with no change in the 
teaching staff. We were very sorry to receive Mrs. Doyle’s 
resignation in December. She was a very fine teacher. We 
hired Mrs. McQuesten to fill out the remainder of the year. 
Mrs. McQuesten is a graduate of Lowell Teachers College 
and has previously taught in schools of Massachusetts, and 
for the past year has been substituting in Nashua and sur- 
rounding towns. 


The improvements to the school this year have been the 
hot topping of the front driveway and an area in the rear 
of the school for the children to play on. This has elimi- 
nated the mud and has improved the appearance of the 
school. 


This year we were very fortunate in receiving the sum 
of $10,121.37 state aid and building aid from the state so 
that for this one year the school did not have to increase its 
appropriation over the previous year. 


The town of Litchfield is growing in its school popu- 
lation. It has more than doubled in the past six years and 
the grades are getting too large to combine. When we built 
the new building we were sure it would be all we would 
need for a while. The census at that time showed our peak 
would be reached in 1960, new we cannot predict a leveling 
off point and our upper grades are crowding our classrooms. 
We have consulted with the selectmen, building committee 
and other authorities in an attempt to find some suitable 
solution other than building. We have not as yet found 
anything that will not cost the town more money than an 
addition of two more classrooms. We have given this sub- 
ject a lot of thought and consideration and we do hope the 
citizens of the town will approve our recommendations. 


The Board wishes to thank the teachers, the nurse, 
janitor and cafeteria help, for the splendid job they are do- 
ing in our school.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the School Board and citizens of Litchfield. 


It gives me please to submit my fourth annual report 
as your Superintendent of Schools. 


For the first time in my tenure as your Superintendent, 
Litchfield opened its school last September without a teach- 
er that was new in the system. This I am sure was a direct 
result of the efforts of your School Board and you as voters 
to make Litchfield a good District in which to teach. 

The continued improvements that have been carried 
out on the school grounds have not only added to the play- 
ground facilities but has improved the physical appearance 
of the school. The paved areas have also aided greatly in 
reducing the amount of dirt brought into the school; this 
makes it that much easier to maintain a clean building. 
You, the people, are to be congratulated on your school and 
it is your Superintendent’s hope that you will continue to 
support your School Board in their constant efforts to im- 
prove the educational opportunities for your children. 


New Teachers 

In December Mrs. Helen Doyle resigned her third 
grade position for personal reasons. We were fortunate in 
being able to hire Mrs. Bernice McQuesten as her replace- 
ment. Mrs. McQuesten has had previous teaching experi- 
ence and although she has been out of teaching for some 
time, she has very capably carried on with the good work 
that Mrs. Doyle had begun. 


Additions and Improvements 

A well known slogan goes “They said it couldn’t be 
done.” Four years ago people had good reason to say “It 
couldn’t be done” in Litchfield. In other words, four years 
ago few if any people thought that Litchfield’s school popu- 
lation would outgrow the new three room addition. New 
houses occupied by families with children of school age, 
Roy’s Trailer Park, and families moving into existing houses 
has brought us to the point where there is a need for more 
classroom space. 

Classrooms too small to carry the increased numbers 
of the combined grades has created the problem. All grades 
have now grown to the size where it is next to impossible 
to combine them in one room and still have adequate space 
for efficient instruction. 
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With this in mind your School Board and Superinten- 
dent are recommending the addition of two classrooms and 
a teachers room to the existing building. This project will 
solve the immediate problem of overcrowded combined 
grades and at the same time should provide enough class- 
rooms to take care of Litchfield for the forseeable future 
at least. 


This project is included in the School Warrant as a 
Special Article and warrants everyone’s careful considera- 
tion. Let us complete the slogan by “But Litchfield did it 
1195972

rection of Mr. Paul L. O’Neil, Helping Teacher, has been 
most gratifying. The response to in-service programs for 
the teachers has been excellent and is a good indication of 
the rapport between Helping Teacher and teachers...

I herewith submit my second annual report as Helping 
Teacher in the Town of Litchfield, New Hampshire. 


Realizing that such written reports are expensive to 
the Town of Litchfield, 1 am making my report brief. 


On several occasions during the past year I have been 
extended an invitation to attend your school board meet- 
ing to keep them informed of school progress in Litchfield. 
I have eagerly accepted each invitation. Likewise, your 
arent Teacher Association invited me to talk to them in 
the Fall. Since I feel that oral communication is much more 
effective than written I feel that Litchfield citizens might, 
if interested, attend a school board meeting or a P. T. A. 
meeting to be kept better informed of school affairs 
throughout the year. 


Our 1958 school-wide achievement tests, administered 
ach Spring, proved that the children of Litchfield are 
learning at a most satisfactory rate. These tests cover the 
areas of Reading, Arithmetic, Language Arts, Spelling and 
Vocabulary. Since these tests are standardized, we are able 
to study Litchfield’s performance as compared to many 
other towns in the nation. Your school administrators 
and teachers are proud of the gain in pupil achievement re- 
corded on these test results. Johnny is learning his three 
R’s in Litchfield — of this you can be certain!! 


J have admired the wholesome discipline at the Litch- 
field school and marvel at the professional attitude of your 
teachers. Their ability to cope with the many classroom 
responsibilities and tasks is commendable. They are quick 
to take suggestions and try newer techniques and have at- 
tended all grade-level meetings. 


Our school is growing in Litchfield. I personally would 
like to see the combined grades of five and six separated 
each with a full time teacher. Likewise, grades seven and 
eight. Unless a person has observed the difficulties of 
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teaching a double graded class he cannot come to know 
the full significance of this type situation. There is no doubt 
in my mind that the teachers handling these double class- 
rooms are not pouring out their all but from the stand- 
point of what is best for the children, we should be plan- 
ning separate grades with separate teachers.

Handwriting Report

Dear Mr. Ramsay: 

I am pleased to report on the progress of our handwrit- 

ing program in your schools. Our major objectives are: 

1. To have each pupil achieve or surpass the norm for 
his grade in speed and quality in formal hand- 
writing. 

2. To make good handwriting function in all related 
informal handwriting activities such as spelling, 
arithmetic, English composition, etc. 

3. To develop concomitant virtues such as neatness, 
accuracy, attention to details and an understand- 
ing and appreciation of what is inherent in good 
handwriting. 

4. To achieve these objectives with a minimum ex- 

penditure in time, effort, and materials. 

9. To develop a writing consciousness on the part of 
teachers as well as children; to provide the neces- 
sary instructional and motivational materials and 
inform the teachers of the methods and techniques 
to be used in order to make the handwriting pro- 
gram effective. A study of the handwriting scores 
made by your students indicate the measure of suc- 
cess that has been attained. 
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During the school year ending June, 1958, we graded 
882 formal test papers for your students. In the final grad- 
ing period we found 84.7% excellent, 15.3% good, and no 
fair or poor papers. This excellent record testifies to the 
interest and cooperation of your teachers. 


During the course of the year, we graded approximately 
2,646 informal papers for your students. Our purpose in 
grading these informal papers was to motivate good hand- 
writing in related handwriting activities. In addition to our 
consultant services we furnished the pupils and teachers 
with the following handwriting materials: teacher outlines 
and folders, pupil folders, motivation graphs, individual cer- 
tificates to pupils who qualified, diagnostic charts, handed- 
ness tests, envelopes, seals, etc. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank you and the teachers 
and pupils for the splendid cooperation we have received 
at all times and for the excellent results that have been 
forthcoming.

We thank you all. 


Mrs. Bernice McQuesten accepted the position as 3rd 
grade teacher to fill the vacant position, left by Mrs. Helen 
Doyle. She is doing a grand job and I am happy to have 
her on my staff. 


As my next project here at Litchfield Elementary 
School, with the help of my Superintendent, Mr. Ramsay, 
the Helping Teacher, Mr. Paul L. O’Neil, the School Board 
and Parents I will submit plans for an adequate school li- 
brary so that the children may have use of reference ma- 
terial at all times.
